Biography of Abu Laith As-Samarqandi 


Imam Abu Laith Nasar Ibn Muhammad [bn Ibrahim Ae 
Samarqandi passed away in the year three hundred and seventy five of 
migration/Hijri. He was a knowledgeable jurist, Quranic exegete; hadith 
expert, orator and he fully deserved to be called the Hanafi scholar of his 
time. He has the most relied upon opinion in Hanafi jurisprudence, 
selected opinions amongst narrations and derived principles that are not in 


the text. In addition to his skills in the field of jurisprudence, he was a 


leader in exegesis and prophetic narrations. 


He was given the agnomen Abu Laith As-‘Samarqandi by three 
Hanafi scholars, the most famous of them is Nasar Ibn Muhammad Ibn 
Ahmed Ibn Ibrahim As-Samargandi. Abu Laith the jurist was also called 
Imam of guidance. It is stated in A/-S2hib Al-Jawar Al-Mudiya that he was 
the key scholar, who had beneficial positions and famous compilations. He 
taught Abu Jafar Al-Hinwani and others. He wrote Khazinat AL Figh, 
Nawazil, A ayyun Al-Mashala and Tanbih Al-Ghafileen.
